Mann Tells Story 
Of Biblical Moses 


Thomas Mann's THE TABLES 
OF THE LAW (Ryerson, Toronto 
$3), has already appeared in an- 
other version as part of the fictional 
symposium published in 1943 under 
the title of “The Ten Command- 
ments.” But for this new and dis- 
tinctive monograph edition, a fresh 
and more colloquia! translation has 
been made by Mrs. H. T. Lowe-Por- 
ter, who has also performed a simi- 
ar service for the exiled master’s 
Joseph tetralogy and other works. 


AFTER TOILING for 18 years on 
the Biblical saga about Joseph and 
his breathren, Thomas Mann cele- 
brated the conclusion of his labors 
by tossing off “The Tables of the 
Law” almost as a gesture of cele 
bration or at least as a votive offer- 
ng. This re-telling and humaniz- 
ng of the life of Moses was prompt- 
ed by the Critics with cries 
of “brilliant,” “beautiful,” “magnifi- 
cent” and “one of the greatest bits 
of writing which one of the world’s 
greatest writers has ever given us.” 

PERHAPS THIS scriptural! novel- 
ette, published in Europe as “Das 
Gesetz.”" may have partly inspired 
the invitation broadcast this autumn 
by the liberated Radio Berlin, which 
concluded: “Today a new spirit 
weeps through Germany We need 
spirit.

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An Astonishing Deal 


There is no secret about the fact 
the legislation effecting a salary increas 
for Commons members was the result of 
an arrangement made between the leaders 
of all parties in the House

on the subject of grass and how to grow it 
and what to do with it. The town reader 
will be simply flabbergasted to find out 
how much there is to know—and how 
little he does know—about that single 
phase of the highly technical business of 
farming in a well, developed system of 
agricuiture 

Dr. Sinclair, dean of agriculture at the 
University of Alberta, in the course of an 
address the other day, urged a “‘propa- 
ganda program” to inspire young men— 
and women—with the importance of agri- 
culture and the opportunities it has to 
offer. More, much more, should be heard 
along this line. People must eat or they 
die. That makes farming the most import- 
ant occupation on earth. 

Modern farming is a challenge to the 
ambition of youth. It will be a more ser- 
ious challenge tomorrow than it is today. 
No man can know too much to farm. To do 
it successfully requires study and thought 
and skill, no less really than to direct a 
factory or a store. 

The future of Canadian agriculture de- 
pends on whether young men who could 
succeed in any other walk of life choose 
farming as their occupation. The one who 
care whether he succeeds or 


does not 
doesn't will accomplish nothing worth 
while on a farm.

Pension Inadequate 
Editor, Bulletin: The federal 
government proposes to increase 


the old age pension to a maximum 

+ of $30 a month. How any person can 
live on such a pittance, at present- 
day prices, is a mystery. Every day 
| in the month would be a nightmare 
figuring out how to make the $30 
| stretch over until the next $30 came. 
Many old people, too, are unable to 
earn anything to supplement the 
pension and have no private in- 
come 

If the powers-that-be could see 
how some pensioners are now liv- 
ing—in a cold attic room, insuffi- 
cient bedding, inadequate clothing 
—they would be shocked. The 
British Labor government is seri- 
ouly considering raising the old age 
pension benefits to double or treble 
the present amount, If Great Britain 
| can do that, why cannot Canada do 
| something worthwhile for her aged 
| pensioners? 

It has been said that $30 a month 
is all that Canada can afford to 
pay: If the war had lasted another 
year as was expected xt one time, 
would Canada have said that she 
could not afford to fight any 
longer? No, the money would have 
been raised promptly and plenty of 
it. Then too, if Canada is so nearly 
bankrupt, why give the pension to 
people who do not need it as has 
been proposed Why not increase 
the amount to a decent figure so 
that those who are really destitute 
may live in comfort and health? 
“If there is money for war there is 
money for peace.”
